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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on January 28, 2004 has been entered and acknowledged 
by the examiner 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Claims 40-52 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures 
set forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1 184 O.G. 86). claims 1- 
10 and 21-39, directed to the process of making or using the patentable product, and 
claims 1 1-20, directed to an apparatus with means for practicing the process of making 
the patentable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a 
restriction requirement, are now subject to being rejoined. Claims 1-39 are hereby 
rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement made in the Office action mailed on 
October 3, 2003 is hereby withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 53-55 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the 
merits. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed January 28, 2004, with respect to the 
rejection of claims 40-50 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection 
of claims 40-50 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-52 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the combination of limitations as 
recited in claim 40, and specifically comprising the limitation of an EL lamp material 
comprising front and rear electrode laminates continuously joined together to form a 
continuous roll of EL lamp laminate material, where the front electrode laminate is 
formed of a continuous coil of indium tin oxide coated polyester having an organic 
binder layer coated on the indium tin oxide surface and a mono-layer of phosphor 
particulate formed on the organic binder layer, and the rear electrode laminate is formed 
of a continuous coil of aluminum foil polyester film having a barium titanate layer on the 
aluminum foil, and wherein the barium titanate layer and the organic binder phosphor 
particulate layer face each other. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later

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accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
